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CLASS  HISTORY

The  1938  Freshman  class  of  Lincolnton  High  School  was  indeed  a  motley 
assemblage  of  individuals.

Mr.  Lowder 
succeeded  him  and  Miss  Hoke  was  made  principal.  Student  Government  grew 
stronger.  School  dances  were  originated  and  one  chapel  program  a  week  was 
set  aside  for  student  activities,  presided  over  by  the  students  themselves. 

Now  we  are  graduating.  From  the  sheltered  halls  and  class  rooms  of  L.  H. 
S.  we  must  go  out  into  a  world  that  is  faced  with  a  crisis  unequaled  in  the  history 
of  man.  But  our  motto  now  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  years  and  will 
continue  to  be  is  ONWARD.
